No mislead­ 
ing name or brand can be used. Analy­ 
sis of samph s of r< rtUizer under tho 
direction of tho aecreary of the de- 
pertinent of agriculture aro provided 
tor. 
The law also authorizes annual 
reports setting forth tho findings of 
these analysis, which the Smith com­ 
pany enjoined the board from publish­ 
ing last year. 
The secretary and his 
deputies arc empowered to take bam- 
pics wherever and whenever they can. 
I urchascrs of fertilize r are entitled 
to have analysis made if sam ples are 
taken in the presence of witnesses. 
Violations of tho law are punishable 
by fin s Of $50 to $20 for first offense 
and $200 to |500 and *ix m onths’ Im­ 
prisonm ent for second."
